was vpon the 2; of May laſt; arxaigned, conuiẽ᷑te and 
condemned hy due order of la, in he great Court and 
chamberof Tirnellain Paris, before all the aſlemblies, 
Preſidents, Councellors & commiſſione rs, at the requeſt - 


of Du Viquit, i t&ciKing,whoſeplace - 
Ccauthority was therethdotoingiine againſ} this — 
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Nu forihemurther of his late ſoueraigne, Henry 
the fourth King of France & Nauarre, whereupon this 
Francis Nauilliack, with a ſad and death like countenance 
ee vp his guilty hand before this greate aſſembly, 
preſently 6onfeiled guilty, and that he became his coun- 
tꝛies ſhame, only by thoinſtigation of the deuil, and none 
any uther accomplices, & confederates would he teueale 
but in a ſatauicall manner vowed himſcife to ſecrecie, 
wheruponthe law proc eeded, & a moſt terrible ſoutence 
of death pronouncedagainit him there, according to a 
generall decree of that great court of parliament, aud ſo 
Ching a condemned villaine was with a ſtrong gard of ar · 
med men conucyed to priſon, other wiſe by the violent 
rage of the common people, hee had been torne in peeces 
Much was the loue they bore to their late King. 
Vpon the Fryday following. being the 25. of May ſac · 
cording to theit computation} this Francis Ruauil ack was 
in a moſt vile and bale manner cartied to the execution 
as followeth, : 
Firſt, (nakedin his ſhirt) he was brought out of the Cons 
- ſergery, (beeing the priſon for the pallace) with a lighted 
Torch of two pound waight in one hand, and the knife 
 (wherwith he killed the king)chained to the ther hand 
ſo openly to bee ſeene, that the leaſt child there preſent 
might behold it: after this hee was placed ſtanding vp - 
right ia a tumbrell or dungcart, and ſo from thente, con- 
ducted with a gard of Cinizens to the Capuall: Church 
in Paris, whete being adiudged to doe pennance he had 
bene made a ſacrifice to the vage tlie rudè people, had 
not there beene appointed 2 ſee has execution 
prevented it. Zo ntrfet 3117 
Atter this, being aceompanĩed to the plate of executi · 
on with ewe doors of divinity; all the Way perſwading 
Aim to ſau his · ſoule from euerlaſting puniſhmant, by re 
_  venling and laying open his Aſſocyates chierein; which = 
he would not. but lhftcly(chough vagratiouſly)tookethe 
bloody buthen pon his owne ſhoulders; withſtanding, 
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Euen to the death ali failbopromiſes:whatfogutr, In tl 
manner, as I ſaid before, ai He carĩed to the Grcue. hei 
a ſpatious fixeet;& about the middle of Paris, where was 
buldeda very ſubſtantiall Icaffould ot ſtrong timber, 
Wherupon coding to His iud gement he was to be tor- 
men ei i dvs the huet the Kings Atturuey: ginerall 
was appointed principal to ſeethe exraution, abrbthere 
40 gather ( it he could ) ſome further light of this vacjud- 
ſtianlike conſpiracie. done dr n. y 
« 'This here following was the manner of his death: an 
example ofterror made none io the world to conuert 
all bloody minded traitors tram ihe like enteipꝛiſe. At 
his firſt comming vpon the ſcaffold, he croſſed hinſeife 
directly ouet the breaſt, a ſigne that hee did live and die 
an obſtinate Papiſt Whereupon by the Exec utioneti, he 
vas bound to an Engine ot Wood and Iren, made like io 
a S. Andrewes croſſe, according to the faſhion of his bo « 
dy. and then the hand with the knife chained to it (M her- 
with he flew the king) and haife the arme was put into an 
artificialt furnace then flaming witlrfite and Brimſtonc, 
herein the. knife, his right hand, and halfe the arm adioy 
ning to t. vas in moſt tetrible manner conſumed, yet no- 
tlñag ai albwWould he confeſſe· but yelled our with fuch 
horrible cxies as if it had bin a Deuil or ſome tormented 
ſoule i blell: And ſurely if hels toꝛtues might be felt on 
earth, it was apptouedin this mans puniſhment, & thogh 
hedeſtryedquiimesmone:yet: humane nature might in- 
force vñ to pitty iiis Hiſttes: Aſterthis with tongs & lron 
pincers madè red hotinxhe ſame furnace. the appointed 
Executioners;pinched & ſcared the dugs of his breafts, 
the brawnes of his Armes & thighes, withthe calues of 
Bis legs, & ache: fleſhy -partxof his body, ,- cutting out 
: col ole ſua, and burned chem before his facgs after; 
- ward into the ſame wounds thus made, hey powned (al 
ditig Oyte; Roſen; Pitch, &t Brimſtone, melted together, 
Art would he zeucale nothing, but that he did it of himſelf 
re ef e delete enn 
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Kingaglterated two teligion: inhiskingdom: Obſmall 
occafion,thaz.tor chus cauſe one lexuile ſlaue, ſnould thus 
queneh ihe great light af. France, u. hoſe brightries gliſſe- 
ied throgh Europe: but to paſle further into this ſtrange 
execution accotding to the ſentence pronounctdagainſt 
him, they put vpon his Nauell arundicot clay, very hard 
"with a hole in he midſt, and into the ſame hole powred 
they moultẽ lead, til ĩt was filled, yet reuealed he nothing 
but cry ed out with molt horr ble roares, cuenbke the 
dying inan tormented in the Brazen Bull of the Tyrant 
Pld... But now to come to the injfhing vp of his fe, 
and that the laſt torture might in ſeue n ity equallthe ficft 


they cauſed foure ſtrong horſes to be brought to tear his 
body in peeces, & to ſeparate his limbes into four quar · 
ters, where being ready to pay his laſt puniſhmenr, he 


Vas que ſlioned agame to make non ihe truth, but he 
would not. & ſo died without ſpeakisg one word oi God 
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or temembting the dangerof his ſoule. 
But ſo ſtrongly was his fleſh and toynts knit together, 
that of long tune.theſe four hor ſes could not diſmember 
him, not any way teare one ioyntfromthe other, ſo that 
onc of the horſes fainted, the which a Merchant ot the 
Citiy of Paris peiceiuing. put to one of his owne, being a 
Forks of exceeding great lirerigth, yet notwithſtanding 
for all this, they were conſtrained to eut the fleſh vnder 
his armes & thighes with a ſharp raſor, by whichmeans 
Sis body was the eaſiet torn in peeces: which being Cone 
ihe rage of the pæople grew ſo violent, that they fnatched 
thed 1embred carkaſle out of the executioners hands, 
lome beate it in (under agalnſt he groud, others cut it 
in peeces wich kniues, ſo that there was nothing left but 
bengs , which were brought to the place of execution 
and there burned to cinders, ihe aſnes whereof was ſcat- 
teted into thewind, a3 being theught vaworthyof the 
- earths burial, God in his iuflice | will hope in the like 
manet reward al ſuch as repine at their coùtries ſafety & 
deſperately attempt to liſt iheir hands againſt Gods an.
